It's refreshing to be corrected on a nautical 
error by a reader living in the heart of the 
prairies. A few days ago in describing the 
lovely little pleasure craft that Capt. Green, 
late of the C.P.R.S.S. “Empress of Asia” is hav- 
ing built I referred to it by mistake as of bar- 
quentine rig—and went on to 
describe the sail plan of its 
two masts. 

Will Pickersgill of Regina 
promptly reproved me, point- 
ing out that a barquentine has 
three masts. He suggests she 
is probably a schooner, with 
one or two yards on her fore- 
mast. I should have describ- 
ed her as a brigantine, not a 
barquentine, of the type once 
J. S. Cowper known as “hermaphrodite 
brig.” 

Capt. Green and his son and daughter are 
leaving shortly to sail the craft from Hong 
Kong to Vancouver. They hope to make the 
voyage in from six to eight weeks, aided by the 
Japan current. After that the little craft is to 
be used for sailing up and down the west coast 
of B.C. and as far south as California. Capt. 
Green is said to have spent many leisure hours 
in designing the boat. There'll be a lot of in- 
terest to see how a boat like this, with a sail 
plan almost obsolete on the seas, behaves on a 
sea-going yacht. Many of us, doubtless, will 
yet see her under sail.

When Doug Davis, the speed flyer, was 
killed rounding a pylon in the recent National 
Air Races, within a few minutes a mob of 3500 
persons was milling around the wrecked plane, 
frantically grabbing for souvenirs. They lit- 
erally tore it to pieces in their mad lust to get 
a souvenir of the tragedy. Even the dead body 
of the gallant little flyer was not inviolate from 
the ghouls. A woman rushed in and tore a but- 
ton from the dead flyer’s clothes and sold it on 
the spot for five dollars. 

So huge and frantic was the crowd, says one 
report, that an ambulance that was summoned 
could not get near to the body. When police 
aided by race officials tried to force the crowd 
back, they were cursed and asked, “Why should 
you have all the fun?” 

I can't think of words to adequately express 
the disgust that normal people must feel at 
such behavior. It would be a misuse of words 
to refer to the mob as belonging to the human 
race 


We'll have to desist from calling stupid and 
cowardly folks “donkeys.” A South African 
paper tells of a resident in the Outjo district 
of Southwest Africa who was travelling to town 
in a cart drawn by a pair of donkeys when 
three lions suddenly dashed out into the road- 
way. The driver was at his wits end what to 
do, but the donkeys without hesitation charged 
at the lions with breakneck speed, pulling the 
cart and the luckless drive behind them. 

With a look of terror at the strange animals 
bearing down upon them, the lions fled into the 
bush with the donkeys following hard at heel, 
till stopped by the trees. After frightening the 
lions away the donkeys continued placidly on 
their journey. 

That's the sort of thing a couple of donkeys 
would do. 

What tremendous quantities of foodstuffs 
and other articles of commerce are imported 
over the docksill at London to satisfy the wants 
of the British poeple! In June of this year there 
was taken into the warehouses of the Port of 
London Authority 65,641 tons of vegetables and 
fresh fruit; 7698 tons of dried fruit; 16,226 tons 
of flour; 121,932 tons of wheat; 11,764 tons of 
becon and hams; 24,994 tons of butter and mar- 
garine; 8884 tons of cheese; 20,873 tons of can- 
ned goods; 91,437 tons of beet and cane 
Sugar, etc. 

On one day last month a refrigerated 
steamer brought 35,570 bags of shellac from 
India. A temperature of between 50 and 55 F. 
had been maintained on the voyage and during 
discharge of the cargo, which has a value o! 
$1,250,000. 

When you look at the imports of cocoa beans 
—which are exported again in the form of 
canned cocea and chocolate bars to all parts of 
the empire—you get an idea of the size of a 
relatively smal! British industry in which large 
fortunes have been made, and which has led 
the way with garden cities and model housing 
and factory accommodation for workers. 


The Port of London Authority—which is the 
name of the public body which has jurisdiction 
over London's docks and dock warehouses— 
publishes an illustrated monthly mazagine, 
called the “P. L. A. Monthly.” It is splendidly 
written and beautifully illustrated. Its current 
issue has a lengthy article describing the cocoa 
industry from the time the African and West 
Indian planter sows the bean till it arrives at 
the London warehouses. 

The article contains one specially interest- 
ing paragraph for western Canadian wheat 
growers, anxious to follow high advice and 
pull up their belts a notch, deny themselves 
luxuries and thus ley the foundation for for- 
tune. It tells of the experience of a cocoa 
planter who followed this advise with the re- 
sult that he achieved a fortune of £50,000—say 
$250,000—during these hard times. 

He gave the secret of his success to a friend 
in the following words 

“I used to rise early and reach the estate 
in good time every day before the laborers 
went to work. I denied myself all I could 

and worked hard, never losing faith. I did 

ali I could to find out what my customers 

wanted and saw to it that all the cocoa I 

shipped was well up to standard. Then my 

uncle died and left me a legacy of £49,- 

999." 

Ah, well!

Souffie; glass of Milk. Dinner: Baked Mutton; 
buttered vegetables consisting of Beets, Carrots, 
Turnips and Peas, cooked separately and served 
diced together seasoned with butter; Salad of 
raw spinach; Baked Pear. 

WEDNESDAY—Breakfast: Cottage Cheese; 
Pineapple (fresh or canned): Lunch: Carrot 
Loaf (grated Carrots mixed with chopped Cel- 
ery and baked); Spinach; Milk. Dinner: Veget- 
able Soup; Salisbury Steak; Jello. 

THURSDAY — Breakfast: Orange Juice 30 
minutes before breakfast; Poached Egg on 
Melba Toast; crisp Bacon; Stewed Figs. Lunch: 
Potato Soup; cooked Spring Beans; Celery and 
Ripe Olives. Dinner: Roast Beef; cooked spin- 
ach; baked Eggplant; Turnip cup Salad; Baked 
Apple. 

FRIDAY — Breakfast: **French Omelet; 
Melba Toast; Applesauce. Lunch: Ten or 12 
Dates; pint of Buttermilk. Dinner: Minced Fish 
in Cucumber Jelly; diced Beets; Squash; Salad 
of Lettuce, Tomatoes and Cucumbers; Stewed 
Apricots. 

SATURDAY—Breakfast: Oatmeal with Milk 
or Cream. Lunch: Baked Sweet Potatoes; 
Cooked Celery; String Bean Salad. Dinner: 
Stuffed and rolled Round Steak (use diced car- 
rots, celery, parsley and Melba Toast crumbs as 
stuffing, and bake one hour); Salad of raw 
chopped Cabbage and Parsley; Prune Whip. 

*BAKED EGGS—Butter individual baking 
dishes and break an egg in each. Cover with 
a tablespoonful of cream and add a pinch, of 
chopped parsley and a little salt. Bake in a 
hot oven till well puffed, then serve at once. 

**FRENCH OMELET—To two ounces of 
milk add one egg. Put Mto a dry frying pan 
over a slow fire and beat the milk and egg to- 
gether. Stir and beat constantly so that it 
doesn’t stick to the pan, and continue this un- 
til the mixture assumes a jelly-like consistency. 
Do not fail to keep on stirring the mixture even 
after it has been taken from the fire, as the 
frying pan will retain a good deal of heat which 
will continue to cook the egg. Serve in sauce 
dishes or egg cups. You will find that one egg 
prepared with two ounces of milk in this way 
will serve one person and exactly fill the large 
end of an egg cup.
